Listing of the Claims: 
Claims 31-37 have been cancelled. 
Claims 1 and 20 have been amended as follow. 

Claim 1 (currently amended): A method of measuring performance of a web-site 
transaction between a data acquisition agent and an information source over a network, the 
transaction comprising requesting information from an the information source connected to the 
network and interacting with the information source, the method comprising: 

receiving at a the data acquisition agent, a transaction previously recorded between a user 
machine and the information source; 

sending a request for information to the information source from the data acquisition 
agent connected to the network to begin the transaction ; 

loading data responsive to the request for information onto the data acquisition agent 
from the information source; 

continuing the transaction between the information source and the data acquisition agent 
by simulating said transaction previously recorded between the user machine and the information t 
source, wherein simulating said transaction comprises updating state information on a web page 
and linking web pages together; 
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collecting performance measurements by the data acquisition agent for the transaction, 
wherein said performance measurements comprise download time of data during said transaction 
and includes browser execution time; and 

sending the performance measurements collected by the data acquisition agent to a 

storage device. 

Claim 20 (currently amended): A system for measuring performance of a web-site 
transaction between a data acquisition agent and a web server over a network, the transaction 
comprising requesting information from a the web server connected to the network and 
interacting with the web server, the system comprising: 

a record e r op e rable to r e cord a transaction b e tw ee n a us e r machin e and the w e b s e rv e r; 

a the data acquisition agent conn e cted to th e n e twork and configure to receive a 
previously recorded transaction between a user machine and the web server, op e rabl e to send a 
request for information to the web server to begin the transaction, th e ag e nt b e ing configur e d to 
e x e cut e th e transaction with th e w e b s e rv e r, load data responsive to the request for information 
onto the data acquisition agent from the web server, continue the transaction between the web 
server and the data acquisition agent by simulating the transaction previously recorded between 
the user machine and the web server, collect performance measurements for the transaction, and 
send the performance measurements to a storage device^ 

wherein said performance measurements comprise download time of data during said 
transaction and includes browser execution time , and simulating said transaction comprises 
updating state information on a web page and linking web pages together ?

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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on September 8, 2006 and 
examiner initiated for a telephone interview on October 26, 2006. 

2. Applicant amended claims 1, 20 and cancelled claims 31-37. 

3. Claims are allowed 1, 3-21, 23-30, and 38-41. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The present invention is directed to a system and method for measuring performance of a 

web-site transaction between a data acquisition agent and an information source over a network. 
The independent claims 1 and 20 identify an uniquely distinct feature "continuing the transaction 
between the information source and the data acquisition agent by simulating said transaction 
previously recorded between the user machine and the information source, wherein simulating 
said transaction comprises updating state information on a web page and linking web pages 
together; and collecting performance measurements by the data acquisition agent for the 
transaction, wherein said performance measurements comprise download time of data during 
said transaction and includes browser execution time" and in combination with other limitations 
as set forth in the independent claim. Claims 3-19, 21, 23-30, and 38-41 are allow due to 
dependent claims.
